ith the enthusiasm of a Great 

Dane that hears someone say 

“bone,” opposition MLAs are 
ready for a three-week sitting in the 
Alberta Legislature that begins Nov. 
17. This session will feel like a 
prostate exam for the government: 
poking around in uncomfortable 
places to shine light on Ralph’s 
involvement in the $420-million refi- 
nancing of West Edmonton Mall. 

Tune in to question period for 
prickly interrogations. The premier 
threatened the press gallery with 
legal action over linking the govern- 
ment to former Alberta Treasury 
Branches’ superintendent Elmer 
Leahy, who, the bank alleges, took 
bribes from the Ghermezians in 
exchange for the sweetheart deal. 
Leahy countersued, alleging the 
bank defamed his character. He 
filed an affadavit stating that Ralph 
ordered the refinancing. 

A former ATB executive said the 
bank started investigating Leahy 
after he took a golfing holiday with 
Peter Pocklington. In chambers, 
where privilege protects MLAs from 
defamation suits, Ralph will be 
grilled about cabinet’s knowledge 
about the bank’s probe into Leahy’s 
activities. 

These sticky questions cut two 
ways for Ralph's Team. Either cabi- 
net knew nothing about the investi- 
gation (gross incompetence) or it 
sat on the information (political 
expediency). Either way, I’m sure a 
judge would love to hear an expla- 
nation, hopefully in-open court, 
where all Albertans can share in the 
hilarity of how their tax dollars 
were recklessly risked. 

Speaking of knee-slapping testi- 
mony, the official Opposition is 
awaiting a sighting of Ty Lund, the 
minister in charge of keeping 
Alberta safe for the extraction 
industries. Ty recently gave evi- 
dence in a civil case that a Court of 
Queen’s Bench justice called “unre- 
liable and not believable.” While 
Ralph has defended Cheviot’s 
champion, Ty has disappeared, 


much like the animals Alberta’s 
toothless endangered species legis- 
lation has failed to protect. Perhaps 
Ty should amend the act to add a 
new category of threatened mam- 
mals: cabinet ministers with a cre- 
ative recall of facts. 

Fortunately, Ty must migrate to 
this sitting. Hopefully, wildlife biolo- 
gists will be lurking near the Dome 
to tag him to track his future move- 
ments. 

Of course, Ralph's Team has a 
plan for the sitting, unlike when 
they gutted health care or deregulat- 
ed the power industry (more politi- 
cal grist that the Grits will gnaw 
upon in this sitting). Former puppet 
master Rod Love, fresh from pre- 
serving the freedom for idiots to 
play VLTs, has been pinch-hitting on 
West Edmonton Mall damage con- 
trol.

Wig t's Halloween and someone's

nyone who’s been to one knows 

the virtues of a good house 

party. It can kick ass on any 
club if the stars and planets are 
aligned favorably. 

First of all, a house party has no 
DJ, let alone a snobby one protect- 
ing his craft, so the music selection 
is populist, and at least someone 
likes what’s being played. It’s also 
often more relaxed than a club 
night — easier to walk around intro- 
ducing yourself and making friends 
without seeming like a slimeball 
short on social skills. 

I could go on but, the point is, 
these qualities are part of what 
makes the University of Alberta’s 
Power Plant a wicked Friday night. 

The Plant is a university bar, so 
you're naturally gonna find a 
younger, preppier crowd compared 
to more subculturish places. This 
has it’s ups and downs. But in this 
ease, it actually made it friendlier. 

The room itself is high-ceilinged 
and open, and the lighting is not 
dim, so visibility is high. When seen 
from the second level/balcony, this 
makes the pyramid-like dance floor 
look quite impressive, seething with 
amass of unabashed dancers. 

Perhaps the most striking thing 
about the Power Plant on “Inga’s 
Night Out” (Friday night) is the DJ, 
Markie Moose. First of all, as I 
spoke to him, a waitress arrived at 
the DJ booth and unloaded a tray of 
24 shooters. He told me they were 
for customers, simply because he 
“tries to be the friendliest DJ in 
town.” He was also giving away 
chocolate, cigarettes, and football 
tickets. An extraordinarily person- 
able guy, Mark says he feels “DJs in 
this town are too anal.” 

Markie Moose, however, is liberal 
with his playlist — not in an alterna- 
tive direction, but in the other direc- 
tion.

| ve" ago. (in the early 1960s, to 

be exact), in a galaxy far, far 

away (actually, in a then little- 
known Canadian city called 
Edmonton), when rhythm and 
blues was the popular music and 
rock ’n’ roll was still in its infancy, 
the “Club Stardust” at the High- 
lands Community Hall was one 
very active teen hangout. Every 
Friday night for years, teens would 
gather to dance or simply listen. to 
a local R&B/rock band — a band 
that was the entertainment fixture 
there week after week and often 
did double duty as the opening act 
for such rising stars as Roy 
Orbison, The Fireballs, Jimmy 


Gilmer, David Clayton Thomas . 


(before Blood, Sweat and Tears), 
Pat Hervey and Buddy Knox. 
Known then as The Nomads, the 


group has gone through several — 


transformations and resuscitations 
over the years. According to one 
founding member, leader and 
trumpeter Garry McDonall, the 
1961 - 63 version of the band grew 
out of the infamous Wes Dakus 
and the Rebels, “which was the 
king of the hill (at the time).” The 
band’s name, however, was a 


carry-over from a previous outfit — 


that included Bob Clarke, “who 
designed the Clarke guitar, which 
was the ‘in’ thing at that time. — 
“When we left (The Rebels), we 
revived (The Nomads). Guys left 
and we wound it up. I went with a 
group called The Saratogas, which, 
in six months, became the new 
edition Nomads. . . We were that 
band from ’64 to ’67.

It’s easy to see that format pre- 
senting few restrictions in the stu- 
dio.

Kirkpatrick came into play as 
almost a necessity, due to the musi- 
cal complexity on Duotang’s new 
album.

Angus just seemed like the 
natural choice.” 

The interesting thing about bor- 
rowing from another band is that’s 
sort of how Duotang began.

All-star alt-country side project enlists Big Star’s drummer for second release

uppose you’re a musician from 

Memphis, Tennessee, who played for a 

band 30 years ago that has since 
ascended to legendary status. Everyone 
from Michael Stipe to This Mortal Coil has 
touted your influence on their music, 
you've even had to revive the band for a 
few live dates to sate the appetite for your 
music. The question becomes, what are 
you going to do next? 

For drummer Jody Stephens, the answer 
was to hook up with the most gifted song- 
writers currently working in the roots-rock 
realm and make an album of hook-filled 
pop that admits the influences of his old 
band. In case you missed it, Stephens’ old 
band, Big Star, labored in obscurity and 
through divisive personality conflicts 
through the early ’70s, only to be deified by 
indie-rockers in the late ’80s. 

Stephens, whose day job is studio man- 
ager at Arden Recording in Memphis, finds 
himself in pretty illustrious company again 
in Golden Smog. The band is a side project 
for the likes of Jeff Tweedy (Wilco, Uncle 
Tupelo), Gary Louris and Marc Perlman 
(The Jayhawks), Dan Murphy (Soul 
Asylum) and Kraig Johnson (Run Westy 
Run). Also along for the ride on their new 
Rykodisc album, Weird Tales, are Dave 
Pirner of Soul Asylum and Jessy Greene, 
former fiddler for the Geraldine Fibbers 
and current Jayhawk. 

So how does a drummer fall in with such 
a lauded crew of performers? Apparently, 
you just pick up the phone when they call. 

“I got a call, November of 96 I think, and 
(Golden Smog’s manager) asked me if I 





wanted to play with the band. She 
described the band, and I had met Jeff 
Tweedy in

tain things, you do. But to y and make music 
you like to make, it doesn’t really matter.” 

A Grant MacEwan grad, Brenan, 29, also stud- 
ied under former Out of the Blue tenor man Ralph 
Bowen, a Canadian who heads the jazz depart- 
ment at Rutgers University in New Jersey. 

“He was a big influence on me when I was in 
high school. I had all these bootlegs and all the 
OTB albums . . . Then I phoned him up one day 
and said, ‘I really like your saxophone playing and 
I need more instruction’, and he said, ‘Well, aren't 
you in luck. I teach at a university.’ So I saved up 
my money and I moved to New Jersey.” 

Upon returning to Alberta, Brenan hooked up 
with some old collaborators — drummer John 
Neelin and jMaracujah! keys player Chris Andrew 
— from his school days in Edmonton. Along with 
bass player Darren Radtke, they pulled together 
the tunes that make up Brenan’s début album. 

Brenan says the recording, captured at the top- 
of-the-line Banff Centre for the Arts facilities, 
evinces the personal and musical relationship he 
shares with the band.

It seems almost, a sacrilege to 
have to respond to poetry this 
powerful, this masterful in the lan- 
guage of the prose essay. After 
immersing myself in a close read- 
ing of Ondaatje’s most recent work 
and re-reading The Collected 
Works of Billy the Kid (in honor of 
the Studio Theatre production of 
the stage play inspired by the 
poems), working in prose seems 
so restraining and the language 
seems so dull, plodding by com- 
parison. That’s how much of a 
genius this man is when it comes 
to poetry. 

Handwriting is Ondaatje’s first 
book of verse since he released 
The Cinnamon Peeler in 1992,

Ondaatje’s been very busy over 
fhe last decade producing some of 
the English-speaking world’s most 
brilliant novels, In the Skin of a 
Lion (1987) and The English 
Patient (1992) being the two most 
acclaimed, (The English Patient 
earned him another Governor 
General's Award in 1992 as well as 
a share in the prestigious Booker 
Prize, a Canadian first), It’s just 
that he hasn't written much poet- 
ry. 

But with Handwriting the 
drought seems to be over and the 
wait seems to have been worth it, 
given the high quality of the work.

Nightingales: Songs of The 
War Years, is presented at La 
Cite Francophone by Leave It 
To Jane Theatre until November 
14. At first glance, it is yet 
another musical revue shrouded 
in the seasonal context of the 
Second World War. 

We have seen this before: a 
pianist and a few vocalists on 
stage, a running montage of 
archival slides playing on the 
back wall, a couple of costume 
changes anda nice even mix of 
solos and harmonies. My young 
sons are with me, not entirely 
by choice (“Oh God Mum, not a 
musical - 1 HATE musicals.”). 

My youngest son lives for 
guns and fighting games. We are 
sitting on the third balcony 
looking almost straight down 

on the stage. 

I tell him: “Look, these are all 
songs from the war years. Music

istening to Michael Ondaatje’s 
words is like indulging in a lus- 
cious dessert. There’s the initial 

delight at the complexity of the 

taste; then the almost sexual 
savouring of each bite and, finally, 
the wonder that anyone could 
make something this good. The 
bonus with Studio Theatre’s pro- 
duction of Ondaatje’s The Collect- 
ed Works of Billy the Kid is that 
along with this glorious play full of 
poetry, pathos and fun, you get the 
master hand of director Kim 

McCaw and a cast wrought with 

exciting performers. 

Through storytelling, speeches 
blooming with poetic metaphor 
and personification, dialogue and 
song, we experience the last 
moments of Billy’s life. The story 
unfolds over two acts, punctuated 
by stories describing the ferocity 
of the era, the brutality of the men 
involved and the nature of Billy. 
The play ends with the suggestion 
that this American icon will live on 
because we still need to examine 
violence in our own times. 

The surprising aspect of the play 
is its bawdy humor. After all, these 
are not drawing-room characters, 
so their rough edges bring them 
down to reality. 

Scenes are delineated with 
songs that are both silly and dra- 
matic. The audience is pulled out 
of the moment to change gears 
and anticipate the next roller- 
coaster dip. McCaw, a newly-mint- 
ed professor in the drama depart- 
ment at the University of Alberta, 
directs the troupe of seven actors 
with a visual sense that creates 
physical metaphors beautifully. 

Billy’s death soliloquy moves 


from the top storey of a dynamic 
set designed by E. Chérie Hoyles, 
down over a main-floor piano, 
punctuating the speech with dis- 
cordant slams of the keys. He then 
slides to the first elevated plat- 
form. Even in death, Billy is on the 
move. 

McCaw’s direction of simple 
actions, like peeling oranges and 
closing shutters while speeches 
are being delivered, create unfor- 
gettable tableaux. Lovely. 

It’s clear why Michael Scholar 


Jr. won the role of Billy. He’s 
slight, lithe and one terrific actor. 

Ondaatje’s script is staged espe- 
cially well during a scene in which 
Billy is marched across the desert, 
bound atop a horse for days, gone 
crazy from the heat. Here Scholar 
Jr., chained to the stage, delivers a 
monologue that is‘absolutely rivet- 
ing, suggesting a maturity of talent 
that is extraordinary. 

Nadine Sures (Angela Dickin- 
son) is another actor to keep your 
eye on. She plays whore with a

Wi Mf lot of people in New York 
fe: just, ‘oh, ’'m an actor; 
I’m an actor’,” Edmonton 
native Miranda Frigon explained 
recently. “But people walk down 
the street just waiting for a direc- 
tor to say, ‘hey, I want you in my 
next movie.’ And there are so 
many good actors out there nowa- 
days, that just doesn’t happen.” 
Well, it happened to Frigon. 
She’s currently back in Alberta act- 
ing in several episodes of Honey, I 
Shrunk the Kids, a Disney televi- 
sion series being filmed outside 
Calgary. But several weeks ago, 
she was picked off the street in 
New York and ended up in a ball- 
room dancing scene that should 
become part of celebrated director 
Spike Lee’s next movie, Summer 
of Sam, starring Mira Sorvino and 
John Leguizamo and scheduled for 
release in mid-1999: 
“I was walking down the street 
and these guys from the movie ran 
up and asked if I was a dancer. I 


don’t know if I walk like one or 
what, but I said, ‘yeah, I am.’ They 
said, ‘you should come and audi- 
tion tomorrow at nine o’clock’.” 
The next morning, Frigon stood 
out in more ways than one. Not 
only was she the only blond white 
woman among a sea of Hispanic 
dancers, it turned out others had 
already been through a couple of 
auditions. Not only that, she was 
asked to perform an up-tempo 
form of swing she had never tried. 
But Frigon, born into a gymnastics 
family, started dancing — from 
ballet to modern and beyond — 
when she was only four-years-old. 
So she managed to stand out in the 
talent department too, nabbing a 
part in the cast and going into a 
hectic couple of days of filming. 
Back in Edmonton, Frigon 
seems more excited about her 
Honey, I Shrunk the Kids appear- 
ances, perhaps because this repre- 
sents a more steady form of work 
for the dancef/actress and perhaps 
because she’s the consummate 
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professional — always concerned 
about the task at hand. 

In the series, she plays “a really 
mean girl. I’m not nice to people. 
But there’s more to it than that. I 
have a father who doesn’t pay 
attention to me; he gives me every- 
thing I want as far as money and 
clothes but nothing beyond that.” 

The first season of the show, 
based on the concept of the popu- 
lar movie, received air play on 
CBC last year but it has been hard 
to find north of the border this 
year. Most of the cast is from the 
United States, though Edmonton's 
Eric Johnston had a role ina 
Halloween episode. Frigon’s char- 
acter, meanwhile, has become 
something of a regular and, last 
week, producers asked her back 
for a few more episodes and she 
had to return to New York to pick 
up more clothes for an extended 
stay back in Edmonton. She stays 
with her parents while here and 
flies to Calgary for filming. 

“My mom gave me every oppor- 


tunity that I possibly could have 
but she never pushed me,” the 22- 
year-old actor said of her support- 
ive family. “She just said, ‘I’m 
going to give you everything,’ and 
she made a lot of sacrifices.” 

Her mother, a gymnastics coach, 
may have had a preference for her 
daughter’s future but didn’t let that 
get in the way of her daughter’s 
wishes. Frigon eventually chose 
dancing and acting and decided to 
attend New York’s American 
Musical and Dramatic Academy. 

“T'd go from 8 a.m. and work 
until 3 p.m, go home and change, 
work at 4 p.m. my next job, leave 
at 3:30 in the morning, come home, 
go to bed, wake up again at 6:30. It 
was crazy. But I was very deter- 
mined,” she recalled. 

“I didn’t get. a day off for seven 
months straight... Mom thought I 
was going to kill myself but I want- 
ed it so bad. I was like, ‘I'm going 
to New York.’ And I got there.” 

Frigon, who has now lived in 
New York for a couple of years, 


also credits Edmonton agent and 
acting teacher Elizabeth Ebbels 
for years of support and training. 

“She’s like my second mom.” 

However, a recurring — but not 
major — role in a lesser-known sit- 
com and an off-the-street ensem- 
ble role in one scene of a Spike 
Lee movie clearly do not make an 
acting and dancing career. And 
though Frigon’s two mentors may 
feel pride in their ability to nurtur« 
a promising aetress, Frigon knows 
the hard work has just begun. 

“(Being an actor) is just like a 
roller-coaster. You're going crazy 
filming and then, all of a sudden, 
you’re not doing anything. It's 
scary because you never know 
where you’re going to be in a 
month. Who knows if I'll even b« 
in New York in a month?” 

She says that’s why she takes it 
one step at a time, hoping each 
step lets someone see her dedica 
tion. “I look forward, most of al! 
to new things... Every little thing 
you do gives you experience.”

Four very sizable security 
guards in suits and wearing ear- 
phones greet you at the elevator 
door, asking for credentials. This is 
definitely not the normal procedure 
for a press junket. 

Reasons for the security vary: the 
junket is being held in the Waldorf 
Astoria Tower, where two presi- 
dents are said to be staying; it’ 
morning of the World Series opener 
and the San Diego Padres are 
booked at the hotel; the plot of The 
Siege casts Arab terrorists as bad 
guys and there have been lobby 
group protests — even though, at 
the time, no one but the press had 
seen the film. Who knows what is 
true — but it does lend an air of 
seriousness to the goings-on. 

Inspired by the bombing of the 
World Trade Centre, director 
Edward Zwick (Glory, Courage 
Under Fire) was fascinated by the 
seript written by Lawrence Wright, 
a nonfiction writer for The New 
Yorker magazine. 

“It's a cautionary tale,” explained 
Zwick, in which America experi- 
ences escalating terrorist activity 
on its own soil. Responding to the 
threat with military fervor, the pub- 
lic soon learns the cure can become 
as dangerous as the problem. The 
“it can’t happen here” smugness of 
America becomes “it won’t happen 
here” followed by “it better not hz 
pen here” and then, finally, “what if 
it does happen here?”

writer, Don McKellar, who 
wrapped up the Toronto Film 
Festival with a number of entries; 

Charles Moritz (Samuel L. 
Jackson) is investigating the 
authenticity of a violin at an auc- 
tion house in present-day Montreal. 
The importance of the instrument 
to several people attending the auc- 
tion provides for the exploration of 
its history from several points of 
view. 

The first tale deals with the pro- 
duction of the violin by a master 
craftsman whose wife dies in child- 
birth. The instrument falls into the 
hands of Austrian monks, who rec- 
ognize its power over a talented 
orphan. Again, tragedy ensues. The 
violin is then owned by a vain nov- 
elist (Greta Saachi) and it travels 
with her Chinese servant to 
Shanghai for the final episode, 
which centres around a Communist 
Party official who passes the instru- 
ment to her music teacher.

The child porn challenge 


diaper ad where mom caresses 

her baby’s bottom to impress us 
with how dry it is. 

Forget about why mom would 
wanna risk running her hand over 
baby’s potentially urine-soaked 
buttocks. The way the camera 
lingers that extra half-second 
while the woman moves her hand 
across baby’s naked bum — like 
those women on game shows 
showing off new cars — always 
leaves me a little uneasy. Whatever 
happened to plopping the kid’s 
bare butt on a piece of blotting 
paper? Maybe I’ve been in this job 
too long, but I find it unnecessarily 
sexual. And no, I don’t wear a 
trench, coat or lurk around play- 
grounds — though I was accused 
of being a pedophile, or at least 
catering to them, when I published 
an image of a naked little kid in a 
column a few years back. (Iron- 
ically, the image came from a 
generic greeting card available for 
a couple of bucks at a card shop 
down the street.) 

We're hypocritical that way. We 
paint pedophiles to be the most 
monstrous creatures on Earth and 
the sexual abuse of children to be 
the most heinous of crimes. Then 
we caress children’s butts on 
national TV. I wonder how well it 
would go over if daddy was testing 
junior’s dryness? 

Don’t get me wrong. I’m not say- 
ing a baby’s naked butt is sexual in 
and of itself; heck, the dimpled lit- 
tle things are pretty darned cute. 
But when you live in a society that 
denies kids their sexuality on one 
hand, then dresses them up like lit- 
tle adults and uses them all over 
the place to sell stuff, you can’t be 
surprised if you end up with some 
wacked-out results. 

In his book Child Loving: The 
Erotic Child and Victorian 
Culture, James Kincaid, an English 


t strikes me every time I see that 
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professor at the University of 
Southern Galifornia, says our con- 
flicting attitudes about children 
and sexuality is pretty new; some- 
thing that got messed up in the last 
couple of hundred years. 

“Throughout the 19th century, 
the image of the child developed 
as a symbol of purity, innocence 
and asexuality,” he writes. “Yet, at 
the same time, the child was often 
a figure of fantasy, obsession and 
suppressed desires.” 

As examples he offers Lewis 
Carroll’s Alice (Carroll photogra- 
hed naked young girls) and James 
Barrie’s Peter Pan. “This image of 
the child as both pure and strange- 
ly erotic at the same time is central 
to the mythology of Victorian chil- 
dren.” And to their marketing 
value. “Today we see children at 
risk,” he continues — “in need of 
protection from pedophiles and 
other undesirables. But-as our cul- 
ture recoils from the horror of 
child molestation, children’s bod- 
ies are exploited in the media, 
from physically appealing child 
stars to humorous, yet erotic, 
depictions of children in places 
like the Sunday comics.” 

I don’t know about the comics 
(though Lucy from Peanuts was 
always a bit of a tart), but Brooke 
Shields must have been all of 
about 13 in her “nothing comes 
between me and my Calvins” ad 
days. And what was little eight- 
year-old temptress Shirley Temple 
all about? Or remember that infa- 
mous Calvin Klein rec-room 
series? Even if we don’t overtly 
sexualize children, we cash in on 
their image and the seductiveness 
of their innocence. Anyone in tele- 
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vision, advertising or film know 
that if you stick a kid in it, it sells 

I actually don’t have a proble 
with the depiction of children a 
sexual beings; in fact, I woul, 
encourage it, if we as a cultur 
weren't so terrified of childr: 
even having a sexuality. Ev 
though we know male fetuses »¢ 
little woodies in the womb and {}, 
vagina of female fetuses lubricai 
kids aren’t considered sexual cr:

Unfortunately, kids have lit{| 
real power in our society.

So we get the adul 
version: innocent, asexual and | 
need of our protection — powe) 
less. These are the same thin 
that make them so desirable ani 
consequently, easy targets for ow 
aggressions (and, in worst-cas; 
scenarios, the kind of horrors 
recently witnessed in international! 
child pornography rings). 

We tend to think of pedophiles 
as aberrations (“the devil inca: 
nate,” as one newspaper described 
one child pornography ringleader) 
Certainly, child pornography i: 
horrific and unforgivable. But w: 
can’t pretend we don’t understand 
how something like this would 
happen — what creates the child 
pornographers of the world. 

“The talk is monster talk,” writes 
Kincaid — “talk that is busy reject- 
ing the pedophile that it is, at the 
same time, creating.” Pedophilia 
and child porn have become thi 
straw man in a culture that doesn! 
want to take responsibility for its 
hypocrisy. I’d say that, sadly 
they’re logical consequences.
